Dear  Alumni  and  Friends, 

On  August  30th  classes  began  at  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry.  As  I 
was  driving  to  NEWENCO  the  other  morning,  the  thought  struck  me  that  all  four 
of  NEWENCO's  present  classes  will  spend  the  majority  of  their  careers  practicing 
in  the  twenty-first  century.  This  somewhat  startling  idea  led  me  to  think  about 
what  we  are  doing  institutionally  to  give  our  future  alumni  a  competitive  edge  as 
they  prepare  to  meet  the  challenges  of  a  new  century.  My  mind  began  racing. 
I  thought  of  the  Boston  Optometric  Center,  our  superb  faculty  and  staff,  as  well 
as  recent  renovations  to  Beacon  Street,  including  the  Saval  Student  Center. 

The  College  has  made  a  strong  commitment  to  faculty,  other  personnel  and  facili- 
ties in  order  to  ensure  that  NEWENCO  is  not  only  the  oldest  college  of  optometry 
in  the  country,  but  the  best.  Maintaining  a  quality  institution  is  costly  and  requires 
an  infusion  of  cash  over  and  above  our  base  tuition  revenue.  NEWENCO  is  in  an 
excellent  position  at  present  time  as  the  result  of  strong  financial  management  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  our  senior  administrative  staff.  Enrollment  is  and  has 
been  consistent  over  recent  years,  our  annual  fund  is  strong  and  close  monitoring 
of  institutional  budgets  have  allowed  us  to  curb  internal  inflation.  But  like  all 
institutions,  to  maintain  strength  we  must  continue  to  improve  faculty,  staff  and 
facilities.  This  is  why  we  announced  the  Second  Century  Campaign  in  the  fall  of 
1987.  To  date,  we  have  raised  almost  $800,000.  We  hope  to  be  at  one  million 
dollars  —  the  half  way  point  —  by  the  end  of  this  year.  We  will  then  begin  the 
second  phase  of  our  fundraising  efforts,  The  Every  Optometrist  Campaign,  with 
the  goal  of  raising  in  excess  of  another  million  dollars.  At  this  point  we  will  be 
contacting  all  of  you  and  asking  that  you  consider  a  minimum  gift  of  two  thousand 
dollars  to  the  Campaign  payable  over  three  years.  It  is  essential  to  the  future  of 
The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  and  to  the  profession  that  each  and  every 

alumnus  and  alumna  make  a  commit- 
ment to  a  substantial  Campaign  gift. 
Please  say  "yes"  when  we  call  on  you. 
We  need  your  help! 

Let  me  close  by  thanking  you  for  your 
support  of  the  College,  not  only  finan- 
cially, but  through  student  referrals, 
work  as  alumni  volunteers  and  for  the 
kind  things  you  say  when  we  meet 
during  the  course  of  our  travels.

Over  500  faculty,  alumni,  trustees,  family 
and  friends  attended  the  traditional  hood- 
ing and  conferring  of  degrees.

For  the  third  year,  Sylvio  L.  Dupuis,  O.D. 
presided  over  the  ceremony. 

The  Honorary  Degree  of  Humane  Letters 
was  presented  to  Connecticut  Governor 
William  A.  O'Neill.  O'Neill,  Governor  of 
Connecticut  since  1980,  was  recognized 
for  his  contribution  in  the  areas  of  health, 
education,  and  human  service  reform.  In 
his  remarks,  President  Dupuis  said,  "The 
optometric  profession  gratefully 
acknowledges  the  Governor's 
support  and  the  1986  signing  of 
legislation  permitting  the  use  of 
diagnostic  pharmaceutical  agents 
by  certified  optometrists.  His  sup- 
port and  understanding  is  helping 
our  profession  to  better  meet  the 
vision  care  needs  of  Connecticut 
citizens  and  all  of  New  England." 


Also  presented  an  honorary  degree  was 
Bernard  Maitenaz,  Chairman  and  Chief 
Executive  Officer  of  ESSILOR,  one  of  the 
world's  largest  optical  research  and  devel- 
opment corporations.  Maitenaz,  an  inter- 
national authority  in  the  ophthalmic  field, 
accepted  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Ocular 
Science  degree. 

President  Dupuis  said,  "Under  his  leader- 
ship, the  ESSILOR  organization  has  devel- 
oped as  a  world  leader  in  the  field  of 
optics,  ophthalmic  education,  and  research.

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Academic  Dean  Larry  R.  Clausen: 
Reflecting  on  past  six  years 


Larry  R.  Clausen,  O.D.,  M.P.H.,  assumed 
the  role  of  academic  dean  at  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  (NEWENCO) 
in  1982.  Before  joining  NEWENCO 's 
faculty,  be  was  assistant  dean  at  Pacific 
University  College  of  Optometry  in 
Oregon.  He  also  served  as  Prograt?i  Officer 
for  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  admin- 
istering grants  and  contracts  for  schools 
and  colleges  of  Optometry,  as  well  as  for 
other  disciplines.  That  position  took  him 
to  Washington,  DC,  Philadelphia 
and  Seattle. 

Dr.  Clausen  earned  an  O.D.  from  the 
Pacific  University  College  of  Optometry 
in  1970  and  a  Masters  of  Public  Health 
from  University  of  Michigan  in  1971. 

Folloiving  is  a  recent  interview  with  Dr. 
Clausen  reflecting  on  the  past  six  years. 


\Jx.  Larry  R.  Clausen  assumed  the  posi- 
tion of  academic  dean  six  years  ago  with  a 
full  slate  of  goals.  Among  those  goals  was 
a  primary  concern  to  "build,  develop 
and  solidify"  a  faculty  whose  morale  and 
numbers  had  diminished. 

"I  think  the  morale  of  the  faculty  was  low 
when  I  arrived.  A  number  of  critical 
vacancies  were  confronting  us  and  basic 
policies  such  as  tenure  were  undefined," 
Dr.  Clausen  said. 

Prior  to  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Clausen,  a  rela- 
tively large  number  of  faculty  members 
had  left  the  institution.  Many  of  them  had 
joined  former  College  President  William 
Baldwin,  who  left  NEWENCO  to  become 
Dean  of  the  University  of  Houston  Col- 
lege of  Optometry. 

"The  goal  of  recruiting  new  faculty  has 
been  reduced  in  priority.  Although  I  think 
there's  always  a  goal  of  supporting,  devel- 
oping and  building  faculty,  this  does  not 
demand  as  high  a  priority  now.  Of  29  full 
time  faculty,  about  fifty  percent  have

been  hired  since  I  came  to  the  College. 
While  we've  had  some  attrition  in  faculty, 
much  of  the  earlier  acquisition  was  to  fill 
pre-existing  vacancies,"  he  said.  Dr. 
Clausen  said  the  faculty  has  remained 
relatively  stable  in  total  numbers  in  the 
last  four  to  five  years. 

He  is  working  to  develop  a  system  to 
compensate  faculty  adequately  in  compar- 
able terms  with  other  colleges  of  optom- 
etry, taking  into  consideration  the  cost 
of  living  in  the  Boston  area. 

Two  other  goals  are  high  on  his  agenda 
for  the  present:  strengthening  the  Boston 
Optometric  Center's  clinical  programs  and 
securing  an  adequate  budget  to  support 
the  academic  program. 

On  clinical  programs  at  the  Boston  Opto- 
metric Center  (BOC):  "My  biggest  short- 
term  challenge  will  be  working  to  make 


BOC  a  viable  part  of  our  educational  and 
patient  care  mission  —  to  have  it  a  quality 
component  of  our  system.  I  intend  to  be 
a  part  of  developing  BOC  to  a  point  where 
we  can  label  it  as  a  successful  transition 
in  the  history  of  this  institution,"  he  said. 

Based  on  the  consensus  of  faculty  com- 
mittees, the  clinical  curriculum  was 
changed  in  1985  to  an  all-clinical  fourth 
year.  "The  number  of  patient  care  expe- 
riences was  felt  to  be  inadequate  or  at  least 
lower  than  we  were  able  to  deliver,"  Dr. 
Clausen  said. 

To  further  enhance  the  student's  clinical 
experience,  former  College  President 
F.  Dow  Smith's  long  range  plan,  estab- 
lished in  the  early  1980s,  stated  that  the 
College  would  strive  to  implement  a  pro- 
gram to  provide  1000  hours  of  primary 
patient  care  experiences,  hence  the  all- 
clinical  fourth  year. 

"To  allow  for  a  variety  of  diverse  clinical 
experiences,  not  three  homogeneous 
settings,  the  College  expanded  the  exter- 
nal clinical  experience  to  include  three, 
twelve-week  rotations  (from  the  previous 
two  rotations).  Students  must  choose

mmdrry  Clausen,  O.D.,  M.P.H,  was  a  strong  fac- 
tor in  my  personal  decision  to  join  the  leadership 
team  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry.

from  several  types  of  rotations,"  Dr. 
Clausen  said.

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On  the  budget  process:  "Another  goal  of 
mine  is  to  secure  and  implement  an  ade- 
quate budget  process  to  support  the  aca- 
demic programs.  I'd  like  to  see  a  budget 
process  that  allows  for  broader  input  from 
academic  budget  heads.  We  need  to 
decentralize  some  decisions  about  aca- 
demic budgets.  Of  the  three  goals,  budgets 
are  in  most  need  of  attention,"  he  said. 


V^hiefly  responsible  for  a  curriculum 
which  challenges  the  intellectual  growth 
and  scholarly  development  of  future 
optometrists,  Dr.  Clausen  is  constantly 
reviewing  and  modifying  the  academic 
programs.  "Six  years  ago,  the  curriculum 
was  considered  a  young  curriculum. 
Although  major  changes  were  imple- 
mented in  the  seventies,  that  curriculum 
has  aged.  One  of  the  new  goals  for  the 
next  two  to  three  years  is  an  evaluation 
of  curriculum.  Our  need  to  review  and 
implement  a  new  curriculum  is  largely 
influenced  by  external  forces,"  he  said. 

Those  external  forces  include  changes  in 
states'  statutes  regarding  the  use  of  drugs 
and  changes  in  the  optometric  marketplace. 

"In  some  states,  optometrists  are  now 
allowed  to  manage  and  treat  eye  disease 
and  prescribe  medication.  We  need  to 
have  a  curriculum  in  place  which  allows 
our  students  to  sit  for  the  boards  in  such 
states.  Also,  there  are  pressures  of  change 
in  the  optometric  marketplace.  Optom- 
etrists need  to  be  well  prepared  to  estab- 


lish practices  in  a  variety  of  settings  and 
participate  in  a  variety  of  health  care 
delivery  structures.  Also,  we  are  approach- 
ing a  time  when  there  will  be  certification 
of  specialties  in  the  profession,"  Dr. 
Clausen  said. 

He  said  that  the  implications  for  curricu- 
lum are  that  the  College  must  offer  elec- 
tive coursework  and  opportunities  for 
students  to  pursue  selected  areas  of  the 
profession  more  in-depth. 

"In  the  future  we  will  not  be  graduating 
a  homogeneous  class  of  students,  but  in 
fact  the  class  will  vary  with  regard  to 
clinical  skills  and  abilities.  Not  all  gradu- 
ates will  possess  the  same  set  of  skills," 
he  said. 

Over  the  last  six  years,  Dr.  Clausen  has 
seen  great  changes  in  the  student  body, 
making  the  composition  of  today's  classes 
more  diverse.  He  has  seen  a  student  body 
more  varied  in  gender,  race,  age  and  aca- 
demic ability.  "There  has  been  a  steady, 
incremental  change  in  the  student  body 
over  the  last  twenty  years;  we're  moving 
away  from  a  homogeneous  group.  Before, 
the  entering  student  population  was 
white,  male  and  between  the  ages  of  22 
to  24  years  of  age,  with  few  exceptions, 
he  said. 

Dr.  Clausen  expects  changes  in  the  aca- 
demic program  due  to  the  change  in  the 
student  body.  These  changes  will  include 
a  more  varied  set  of  support  mechanisms, 
teaching  styles  and  expectations  in  the 
curriculum.  He  said  that  although  diversity 
in  the  student  population  is  good,  there 
are  also  problems. 

Presently,  the  College  delivers  a  curricu- 
lum relying  heavily  on  lectures.  "Not  all 
students  learn  best  with  a  lecture  format. 
For  example,  older  students  learn  better 
from  practical  application  and  'hands  on'. 
They  respond  to  aspects  of  learning  that 
can  be  immediately  applied." 


\J  r.  Clausen  uses  a  metaphor  to  describe 
his  role  in  senior  management.  He  says 
it's  akin  to  being  in  the  middle  of  an  hour 
glass.  "Issues  within  the  administration 
and  board  of  trustees  regarding  faculty 
and  curriculum  are  funneled  down  to  the 
academic  dean;  and  institutional  issues 
originating  within  the  faculty  and  students 
are  funneled  up  to  the  academic  dean. 


Issues  flow  both  ways.  To  be  an  academic 
dean  I  think  you  have  to  have  a  split  per- 
sonality! I'm  forever  torn  between  forces." 
He  continued,  "There  is  a  constant  ten- 
sion between  administration  and  faculty. 
Not  to  have  that  tension  would  be  not  to 
have  higher  education.  It's  just  a  given." 

Presently,  Dr.  Clausen  is  working  toward 
a  doctorate  in  higher  education  adminis- 
tration at  Harvard  Graduate  School  of 
Education.  When  asked  about  his  personal 
goals  in  the  next  five  years  he  replied. 
"That's  a  tough  one.  There  are  always 
options  to  examine."  Will  he  be  at 
NEWENCO?  "Three  years  from  now, 
yes.  In  five,  I'm  uncertain.  It's  an  excep- 
tion to  be  in  a  position  of  leadership  in 
higher  education  for  10  to  20  years.  New 
blood  brings  change  and  energy.  I  would 
be  satisfied  serving  10  years  as  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs,"  he  said. 

The  people.  That's  what  Dr.  Clausen 
enjoys  most  about  his  tenure  at  the  Col- 
lege. "Minor  tension  created  by  diversity 
of  faculty  makes  an  institution  challenging 
and  enjoyable.  Faculty  that  create  excite-

"I  would  judge  my  own  success  seven 
years  from  now  by  whether  or  not  we've 
been  able  to  implement  curriculum 
changes  developed  by  various  faculty 
committees,"  Dr.  Clausen  said.

V^f  300  applicants  for  the  O.D.  1  pro- 
gram, 248  students  were  interviewed, 
207  were  accepted,  and  100  students  are 
enrolled  in  their  first  year  of  studies  at 
The  New  England  College  of  Optometry. 

Sixty-two  per  cent  of  the  class  of  1992  are 
males,  a  change  from  the  past  few  years 
when  females  filled  more  than  half  of  the 
first  year  slots. 

Twelve  states  are  represented  in  this  class, 
with  forty-two  per  cent  of  the  incoming 
students  coming  from  New  England  states. 
This  class  also  represents  four  countries 
outside  of  the  United  States:  Canada, 
Korea,  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Bahamas. 

While  the  majority  of  first  year  students 
hold  Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in 
biology,  other  undergraduate  studies 
include  psychology,  economics,  nursing, 
management,  toxicology,  physical  edu- 
cation and  sociology. 


NEWENCO  and  Wheaton 
College  join  forces  for 
seven-year  preoptometric- 
optometric  program 


The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  (NEWENCO)  and  Wheaton  College  (Norton, 
Mass.)  have  agreed  to  a  formal  affiliation  in  optometric  education  in  which  up  to  five 
students  shall  be  jointly  admitted  by  NEWENCO  and  Wheaton  College  to  a  seven-year 
preoptometric-optometric  program  of  study. 

After  completing  three  years  of  preoptometric  study  at  Wheaton  College  and  attaining 
satisfactory  scores  on  the  Optometry  Admissions  Test,  students  will  enter  NEWENCO 
for  the  four-year  O.D.  program.  After  completion  of  the  first  year  at  NEWENCO,  stu- 
dents in  this  program  will  receive  the  appropriate  undergraduate  degree.  The  program 
will  serve  as  a  form  of  recruitment  for  both  institutions  and  will  save  students  one  year 
of  tuition  costs,  since  the  normal  eight  years  of  study  will  be  combined  into  seven. 

Presently,  NEWENCO  has  a  similar  affiliation  agreement  with  the  University  of  Hartford.

I EWENCO  is  embarking  on  a  new  stu- 
dent recruitment  project  involving  its  best 
spokespersons:  NEWENCO  alumni. 

The  Alumni  Recruitment  Network  for 
Optometric  Leadership  and  Development, 
known  as  Project  ARNOLD,  has  estab- 
lished a  pilot  program  in  Connecticut  in 
an  effort  to  attract  a  larger  pool  of  quali- 
fied future  optometry  candidates  from 
that  state. 

"Of  the  seventy-five  alumni  from  Con- 
necticut, twenty  have  agreed  to  partici- 
pate in  this  two-year  pilot  project,"  said 
Arnold  Katz,  O.D.,  project  coordinator. 
He  said,  "We  want  to  have  resource  people 
for  NEWENCO  out  in  the  communities." 

Alumni  representatives  will  supply 
their  local  schools  with  information  on 
NEWENCO  and  will  visit  local  high  school 
students  interested  in  health-care  profes- 
sions. They  will  also  serve  as  a  resource 
for  high  school  and  college  pre-med  clubs. 


"We're  not  looking  for  a  larger  student 
body.  We  want  a  larger  pool  of  qualified 
scholars  from  which  to  recruit,"  Dr.  Katz 
said,  "In  the  long-run  a  continuing  flow 
of  quality  optometry  graduates  is  the  life- 
blood  of  our  profession." 

"Since  some  of  our  alumni  haven't  re- 
turned to  the  school  in  many  years,  we've 
begun  NEWENCO  Network,  a  newsletter 
updating  graduates  of  recent  develop- 
ments at  the  college  such  as  NEWENCO's 
new  clinical  facility,  the  Boston  Optometric 
Center,  the  Maurice  H.Saval  Student 
Center,  and  Volunteer  Optometrists  in 
Service  to  Humanity  (VOSH),"  Dr.  Katz 
said.

Debbie  Buddick  '80,  a  low  vision  expert 
at  The  Lighthouse  and  Dr.  Alan  Lewis

sented a  lecture  on  new  methods  of  color 
vision  testing  for  age-related  retinal 
pathologies. 

Dr.  Frank  Thorn  has  just  been  awarded 
a  United  States  Patent  for  his  invention 
of  a  telescopic  fundus  camera  and  oph- 
thalmoscope. The  instrument  was  devel- 
oped in  response  to  the  need  to  examine 
the  fundus  of  infants  without  anesthesia 
or  force  while  they  participated  as  re- 
search subjects  in  the  Infant  Vision  Labo- 
ratory of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  Department  of  Brain  and 
Cognitive  Sciences.  The  instrument's  con- 
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cept  is  an  inexpensive  solution  to  the 
common  problem  of  uncooperative 
patients  whether  they  be  cats,  dogs, 
infants,  children,  or  the  elderly  who 
refuse  to  hold  their  head  in  an  instrument 
that  comes  threateningly  close  to  the  eye. 

Glen  McCormack,  O.D.,  Ph.D.,  was 

awarded  an  Auxiliary  to  the  American 
Optometric  Association  $4,000  research 
grant  to  pursue  studies  on  centricity  of 
fusional  texture  and  vergence  adaptation. 
Daniel  Kurtz,  O.D.,  Ph.D.,  accepted 
the  award  on  his  behalf  at  the  Auxiliary's 
meeting  in  Chicago  on  June  30.

Low-Vision  Clinic 
of  the  Boston 
Optometric  Center 


This  article  is  the  first  in  a  series  of  feature  articles  on  the  Boston  Optometric  Center 
Specialty  Clinics,  a  teaching  facility  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry. 


^Approximately  one  in  20  people  in  the 
United  States  has  significant,  uncorrect- 
able vision  impairments.  Fifteen  percent 
of  this  population  is  unable  to  see  well 
enough  to  read  newsprint. 

A  large  number  of  low-vision  problems 
are  caused  by  diseases  such  as  cataract, 
glaucoma  or  diabetes.  Many  of  the  cases 
caused  by  disease  can  be  prevented  when 
detected  and  treated  early.  In  the  younger 
population,  visual  impairments  are  often 
due  to  vehicle,  motorcycle  or  bike  injur- 
ies. Another  significant  cause  of  vision 
loss  results  from  congenital  anomalies  or 
injury  present  at  birth  (retinitis  pigmen- 
tosa, albinism,  cerebral  palsy,  RLF). 

The  Low-Vision  Clinic  of  the  Boston 
Optometric  Center  (BOC)  helps  visually- 
impaired  patients  who  may  be  losing  some 
of  their  independence  due  to  inability  to 
drive,  pay  their  bills,  or  read  a  book. 

"One  of  our  first  goals  is  to  identify  spe- 
cific activities  which  the  low- vision  patient 
may  wish  to  achieve.  For  example,  a 
patient  may  be  very  frustrated  because 
she  can  no  longer  knit  or  sew.  What  is  the 
patient's  goal:  to  walk  down  the  street? 
read  street  signs?  read  a  newspaper?  Pro- 
viding a  low-vision  patient  with  a  means 
of  independent  functioning  makes  a  great 
difference  from  a  quality  of  life  stand- 
point," said  BOC  Specialty  Clinic  Director 
Kathy  Miller,  O.D. 

Dr.  John  Asarkof  and  Dr.  Arnold  Katz, 
Low-Vision  Clinic  staff  members,  work 
with  Irma  Bloom,  M.S.W,  who  initially 
screens  the  patients.  "We're  not  just  con- 
cerned with  their  eyes.  Our  social  worker

identifies  the  day-to-day  problems  faced 
by  our  low-vision  patients,  so  we  are 
better  able  to  determine  specific  visual 
needs,  as  well  as  to  ensure  that  necessary 
support  and  services  are  being  provided 
by  state  and  local  agencies  for  the  blind 
and  visually  impaired,"  Dr.  Miller  said.  The 
staff  social  worker  acts  as  a  liaison  between 
the  clinic  and  agencies  serving  the 
visually-handicapped  community.  The 
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social  services  staff  can  also  arrange  for 
counseling  and  follow-up  care  in  a  wide 
variety  of  areas  including  genetics,  oph- 
thalmology and  home  assistance  with 
optical  aids. 

Modern  optometric  care  can  help  many 
low-vision  patients  lead  a  more  visually 
normal  life  through  the  use  of  sophisti- 
cated optical  aids  and  magnification  sys- 
tems. These  aids,  however,  are  not  cures. 

"We  prescribe  visual  aids  to  enhance  the 
visual  capabilities  of  the  low- vision  patient. 
Not  every  optometrist  dispenses  low- 
vision  aids  or  maintains  an  inventory  of 
"loaner"  devices  for  patient  trials.  Our 
clinic  has  state-of-the-art  devices,  many 
of  which  may  be  loaned  to  patients  for  a 
trial  period  to  determine  if  the  aid  is  the 
most  appropriate  one  available  for  their 
particular  home  and  work  conditions.  If 
success  is  achieved  during  this  trial  period, 
the  aid  is  prescribed.  If  not,  the  evaluation 
process  is  resumed. 
The  clinic  serves  as  a  resource  for 
NEWENCO  alumni,  optometrists  and 
ophthalmologists,"  said  Dr.  Miller.  She 
added  that  the  Low-Vision  Clinic  would 
like  to  expand  its  referral-base. 

Currently,  the  Low-Vision  Clinic  receives 
referrals  from  private  optometrists,  private 
ophthalmologists,  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  for  the  Blind  and  other 
agencies  aiding  the  blind  and  visually 
handicapped.  The  clinic  staff  welcomes 
all  professionals  (such  as  teachers,  social 
workers,  and  health  care  providers)  to 
accompany  their  patients  during  the  initial 
clinic  visit.  "We  find  this  helps  to  develop 
a  better  rapport  with  the  staff  and  also 
makes  the  experience  more  comfortable 
for  the  patient,"  Dr.  Asarkof  said. 

Low-vision  aids  include  telescopic  lenses 
for  distance  vision;  microscopic  lenses  for 
reading  or  close  detail  work;  and  hand- 
held or  mounted  magnifying  devices. 
Other  low-vision  equipment  includes 
closed  circuit  television  and  specially 
designed  lenses  for  reading  regular  print. 


The  initial  evaluation  includes  a  social 
service  intake,  ocular  health  assessment 
with  photodocumentation  (if  indicated), 
contrast  sensitivity  evaluation  and  visual 
field  analysis. 

The  clinic  is  wheelchair  accessible,  includ- 
ing an  examination  room  designed  spe- 
cifically for  wheelchair  movement. 
There  is  parking  for  vehicles  transporting 
handicapped  persons  and  elevators  to  the 
patient-care  area. 

The  clinic,  which  began  in  1968,  is  the 
only  optometric  low-vision  clinic  in 
Boston.  The  clinic  is  open  on  Mondays 
from  9  a.m.  to  5. p.m.

In  Memoriam:  Dr.  Ralph  Green 


XJt.  Ralph  H .  Green,  dean  emeritus  of  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry,  died 
earlier  this  year  at  the  age  of  78  after  a  long  illness . 

Dr.  Green  was  born  in  Boston  and  was  a  long  time  resident  of  Medway.  He  graduated  in 
1929  from  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry,  and  received  a  Doctor  of  Optometry 
degree  from  the  Northern  Illinois  College  of  Optometry  in  1930. 

In  1931,  he  joined  the  faculty  of  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry.  He  became  direc- 
tor of  optometric  clinics  in  1936,  assistant  dean  of  the  college  in  1940,  and  dean ,  vice  presi- 
dent and  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  in  1946.  He  retired  as  dean  emeritus  in  1965. 

Dr.  Green  lectured  of  ten  to  optometric  groups  on  a  variety  of  subjects  and  conducted  an  infor- 
mative series  of  120  fifteen-minute  radio  broadcasts  on  Public  Eye  Health  over  Boston  stations. 

He  contributed  to  the  optometric  press  and  the  I960  Dictionary  of  Visual  Science  lists  Dr. 
Green  as  a  collaborator  and  contributor. 

A  Lion's  Club  member  in  Medway,  Dr.  Green  was  chancellor  emeritus  of  the  MCO  Pi 
Omicron  Sigma,  the  oldest  optometric  fraternity,  and  a  member  of  the  NICO  Chapter  of  Phi 
AthetaUpsilon. 


OCAP  Program:  Opening  doors 
to  minority  and  disadvantaged 
students 


^^f  the  24.000  optometrists  nationwide, 
there  are  approximately  400  minority 
optometrists.  In  New  England  there  are 
approximately  five  minority  optome- 
trists. In  Massachusetts  only  two  are  Black. 

In  response  to  these  startling  statistics, 
The  New  England  College  of  Optometry's 
(NEWENCO)  Optometric  Career  Access 
Program  fOCAP)  is  in  its  fourth  year  of 
preparing  minority  and  disadvantaged 
students  for  an  optometric  career,  help- 
ing them  to  overcome  academic  and  social 
barriers  that  may  confront  them.  The  pro- 
gram is  funded  with  a  three-year  federal 
grant  from  the  Health  Careers  Opportu- 
nity Program  under  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services. 

OCAP  is  aimed  at  increasing  the  number 
of  minority  and  disadvantaged  students 
applying  to,  entering,  and  graduating 
from  NEWENCO. 


In  1984  when  OCAP  was  initiated,  there 
were  no  Black  students,  six  Hispanic 
students  and  seven  Asian  students,  said 
Emanuel  Lomax,  OCAP  program  director. 

OCAP  has  increased  its  minority  enroll- 
ment to  38  students  in  all  levels  of  the 
College's  four-year  Doctor  of  Optometry 
program.  Over  the  last  four  years,  85 
minority  and  disadvantaged  students  have 
been  enrolled  in  OCAP's  ACCESS  and 
SUCCESS  summer  programs;  43  have 
matriculated. 

The  first  component  of  the  OCAP  program 
is  OPERATION  ACCESS,  which  is  open  td 
fifteen  to  eighteen  college  freshmen, 
sophomores  and  juniors.  The  four-week 
session  is  designed  to  give  students  a  good 
understanding  of  the  profession  through 
lectures  by  practitioners.  The  students  also 
receive  some  preparation  for  the  academic 
aspects  of  professional  school,  with 
workshops  in  basic  sciences,  mathematics, 
and  study  habits.  When  the  ACCESS  pro- 
gram has  been  completed,  students  are 
provided  mentors  to  assist  them  in  course 


selections  for  their  final  year  of  under- 
graduate studies.

The  core  component  of  OCAP  is 
OPERATION  SUCCESS,  a  six  week  pro- 
gram held  just  prior  to  the  first  year  of 
NEWENCO's  four  year/O.D.  program.  The 
students  attending  OPERATION  SUCCESS 
work  with  faculty  members  who  teach 
first  year  courses,  with  NEWENCO's 
counseling  service,  and  with  the  College's 
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staff  of  tutors.  This  second  summer  pro- 
gram involves  primarily  academic  prepa- 
ration for  the  first  year. 

"OCAP  is  very  successful  because  of  the 
commitment  of  this  institution.  We're  the 
only  school  of  optometry  that  has  devel- 
oped a  program  which  gives  students  a 
first-hand  look  at  the  profession  while 
they're  still  in  school,"  Mr.  Lomax  said.
